Monarch of Isle, Who Sailed Away From Savannah To 
Gain Throne, Left Holdings Which Are Wanted 
as Naval Base.

A tale as weird and mysterious as any adventure story that ever 
sent tingles down your spine was unraveled yesterday by L. J. Butler, 
of Atlanta, whose grandfather sailed away from his home in Savannah 


in the late 1800’s and became King¢* 


of the Island of Yap’ in the Pacific 
ocean; later disappeared on a sea 
voyage from Hong Kong, and since 
has never been heard from. 

The story took on a timely as- 
pect yesterday when it was learn- 
ed that the United States govern- 
ment is considerably interested in 
the former monarch’s estate in the 
island, where the basic minerals 
that make aluminum recently 
have been discovered, and would 


like to convert it into a naval base. 
Reports said that a government 
representative had conferred this 
week with Frank D. Butler, of Sa- 
vannah, another grandson, but 
neither would make any comment. 

Naturally, the two would like to 
see their island heritage convert- 
ed into a fortune—despite their 
refusal to talk.

AT WARM SPRINGS 
FOR THANKSGIVING 


Atlantan. Will Be One of 
Ten Lucky Persons To 
Sit at Festive Board 
With the President

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Nov. 
22.—President Roosevelt liter- 
ally plunged into his vacation 
here today. He took to the 
swimming pool within an hour 
after his arrival at the Little 
White: House for a-week’s stay 
——a: visit which will be featured 
by his presiding over the an- 
nual: Thanksgiving dinner to- 
morrow night at Georgia Hall. 

The chief ‘executive and his en- 
tourage arrived here at 10 o’clock 
this morning to be greeted by a 
small crowd of his “old friends.” 
He waved a‘greeting and in a min- 
ute was off to his cottage on the 
mountain. Within an hour, Mr. 
Roosevelt motored to the swim- 
ming pool and plunged’ into the 
warm water. 

Prophetic Remark. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s quiet arrival 
emphasized his prophetic. remark 
when he ended ‘his last visit hére 
in early April. On leaving Warm 
Springs: then, he told friends bid- 
ding him farewell that “I'll be 
back in the fall if we don’t have 
a war.”’.His return today empha- 
sized his belief that the new neu- 
trality policies would keep this 
country out of the European war. 

After his swim, the President 
returned to the Little White House 
to spend the afternoon and evening 
working and resting. There were 
no visitors today and none are ex- 
pected tomorrow. The Georgia 
delegation in congress is expected 
Friday for a social call. Governor 
Rivers may come down Saturday 
for a chat but if other guests are 
expected they have not been an- 
nounced. As a matter of fact a 
visit from the Governor has not 
been announced but it is presuthed 
here that he will make his usual 
formal call. 

Visits Farm. 

In the afternoon, the President 
again took the wheel] of his blue 
touring car, drove around the 
foundation grounds and visited his 
near-by farm. 

Chief item of interest today for 
the President and members of his 
party was the menu for tomorrow 
night’s dinner, which will begin 
at 6:45 o’clock and will find the 
Chief Executive dining with little

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—()— 
If an earlier Thanksgiving doesn’t 
boom Christmas buying, some 
people’s faces will be redder than 


cranberry jelly. . 

Retail merchants assured Presi- 
dent Roosevelt that it would, that 
at least 1,000,000 people would be 
employed for an extra week, and 
he changed the date. Now, both 
government and business are 
watching the outcome anxiously. 
A 10 per cent gain is hoped for, 

The fact that 22 states are cele- 
brating the new Thanksgiving and 
23 the old, while three are ob- 
serving both, will give a basis for 
comparing the longer shopping 
season with the shorter. 

Other bases of comparison may 
be nebulous. The new Thanksgiv- 
ing, after all, is only a day earlier 

than last year’s date, and a De- 
Shae of Commerce statistician 
said today that the average dif- 
ference of three days in the date 
previously had caused little 
change in trade. 

Afraid to Make Guess. 

On the other hand, Dr, David R: 
Craig, president of the American 
‘Retail Federation, said, “We have 
noticed that Christmas business 
was better when Thanksgiving 
came earlier.” 

However, he acknowledged that 
the new holiday comes at a time 
when the market is rising any- 
way, and that it might be diffi- 
cult to distinguish the normal 
business rise from any Christmas 
spurt. 

With that in mind, the National 
Retail Dry Goods Association is 
planning to allow for such factors 
in its calculations of the effect 2f 
an earlier Thanksgiving, which 
was proposed by its general man- 
ager, Lew Hahn, in August, be- 
fore the rise started. 

Everybody here hesitates to risk 
an estimate on the amount of new 
business. Dr. Craig said a billion 
dollars in additional national in- 
come would be a “wild guess.” 
The normal Christmas business of 
the 5,700 retail stores in the dry 
goods association is only half a 
billion. 

Weather May Be Factor. 

Normally, December buying is 
150 per cent of that for the aver- 
age month, said Dr. Craig. What is 
will be this year, he added, may 
depend on such a vagary as the 
weather. 

Even if no new business de- 
velops and purchasing is only 
spread over a longer period, re- 
tailers predict that the four-week 
shopping period will be easier on 
employers, salespeople and cus- 
tomers alike. If business booms 
with continuance of the earlier 
date, planned for November 21 
next year, they expect increased 
factory employment. 

“By all the rules of retailing, 
they should add to their total 
sales volume,” said Nelson A. 
Miller, of the Commerce Depart- 
ment’s marketing research divi- 
sion.

The 10 children in the juvenile 
detention home of Fulton county 
will be served the customary 
harvest repast, with turkey and 
cranberries supplemented with 
rice and gravy, cheese, creamed 
potatoes, and jelatin and cream. 

Girls at the Georgia State 
Training school will settle down 
to a meal that will include roast 
pork, baked chicken and dressing, 
gravy, mashed potatoes, candied 
yams, pickled peaches, fruit salad, 
mince pie, ice tea and white 
bread.

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As he told the story of his grandfather, who once was king 
of the far-away Island of Yap in the Pacific ocean, and then 
mysteriously disappeared on the high seas, L. J. Butler, of At- 
lanta, yesterday went on about his work of grading cotton. The

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He was a great trader, Butler 
pointed out, dealing mostly in 
copra, a product made from the 
shell of coconuts and plentiful on 
the Pacific island at that time. 

Behind, in Savannah, was the 
King’s wife, Katherine O’Keefe. 
For some time she heard from her 
husband regularly, and then one 
day she received word through the 
King’s private secretary that the 
monarch had disappeared. It was 
presumed his vessel and ali on 
board had gone down in a storm 
between Hong Kong and Yap. 

For a long time after O’Keefe’s 
disappearance, the family received 
a sizeable income from the estate, 
although this was interrupted to 
a considerable extent during the 
World War. Some remittance was 
received as late as 1932, Butler 
said. The amount at that time was 
about $3,000. 

Wanted $1,000,000. 


At one time during King 
O’Keefe’s reign, Butler said his 
grandfather was offered $800,000 
for his island possessions, but he 
refused. He wanted $1,000,000. 

About 35 years ago, the family 
started legal proceedings for a 
portion of the estate. The late 
Walter C. Hartridge subsequently 
was sent to the island to see just 
what was there. 

He brought back strange stories 
of life on the island. The Yap is- 
landers, it was said, used ordinary 
stones as currency. 

On the island of Palou, 300 miles 
away, the natives found some 
mysterious stone of no practical 
use, no beauty and no. intrinsic 
value. But what was unusual, the 
stone began to be in demand. 

The enterprising Yap financiers 
paddled their canoés over to Pajou 
to obtain supplies. The stone be- 


came a factor of exchange, a basis |: 


for barter and eventually a stand- 
ard for all transactions. It was 
not easy for the Yaps to trans- 
port the heavy stones across the 
ocean and many were lost in the 
ocean. But finally they learned 
about credit and their troubles 
were over. 
Born in Ireland. 

Butler doesn’t know much about 
his grandfather except that like 
Gerald O’Hara, father of Scarlett, 
he was born in Ireland and later 
came to Savannah. While ruling 
the island, it is said, he became 
internationally famous for his 
trading business. 

O’Keefe’s wife was the bene- 
ficiary in his will, but after her 
death the heritage passed on to 
the children and _ grandchildren. 
Besides the Atlanta grandson, who 
lives at 708 Willoughby way, N.

Butler, a cotton grader, went 
right on ‘with his work as he talk- 
ed about his grandfather, who has 
become something of a legend 
around Savannah. Occasionally 
he halted his grading to express 
hope further negotiations would 
yield him more income from the 
island.

FAIR LABOR ACT OF ’38 


UPHELD BY U.S. COURT 


CHICAGO, No. 22.—(4)—The, 


United States district court held 
the fair labor standards act of 
1938 constitutional today in a de- 
cision which said congress had 
the power to prescribe minimum 
wages for the protection of the 
health and good order of society.

Disables British Destroyer; 
_ Explosives Lurking in Sea Sink 12 Vessels in Week 


Seven Daye See Heavier 


Loss Than Any Previ- 
ous Month. 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

In the past week mines have 
Gestroyed more vessels of both 
belligerent and neutral’ nations 
than losses incurred from that 
source in any month since the 
war on the sea began Septem- 
ber 3. 

A survey brought this out yes- 
terday as the British admiralty 
announced the 1,335-ton British 
destroyer Gipsy was disabled by 
a mine and beached Tuesday, with 
a possible loss of 40 men and 21 
injured. Thé 6,660-ton Italian 
freighter Fianona hit a mine off 


the English coast, but was still 
afloat yesterday. 

Since November 15, a dozen 
ships including an unidentified 
British destroyer have been sent 
to the bottom by mines. Total 
known tonnage lost was 40,197. 

Ten in September. 

In -all of September, 10 ships 
were reported lost in mine explo- 
sions; for October the score was 
six. Total loss in November to 
date has been 14 ships, eight of 
them British, one Netherlands, 
one Italian, one Swedish, one 
Yugo-Slavian, one Lithuanian and 
one Japanese. 

Sailings of all ships from. the 
Netherlands were cancelled yes- 
terday by owners following Great 
Britain’s announcement that all 
goods of German origin would be 
subject to seizure regardless of 
vessels carrying them. 

In New York, however, Frans 
C. Bowman, managing director of 
the Holland-America Line, said 
new trade routes being arranged 
by his government would be an- 
nounced today. 

Bowman said he believed re- 
alignment of the trade routes was 
actuated by mine dangers. 

Warning by Navy. 

From Washington, came a 
warning by the navy’s hydro- 
graphic office that 31 mines were 
drifting in the North sea — the 
largest number reported since the 
beginning of the war. 

The French government, mean- 
while, announced that two Ger- 
man submarines had’ been sunk 
by one torpedo boat within three 
days, while in’ Berlin German 
sources challenged a British dec- 
laration that Nazi submarine war- 
fare had been foiled. 

DNB, official German news 
agency, said 11 merchantmen, 
eight of them British, had failed 
to reach British ports during the 
two weeks since Winston Chur- 
chill, head of the admiralty, as- 
serted on November 8 that the 
submarines were beaten. 

Three Cutters. 

Three English fish cutters and 
the 5,000-ton freighter Arlington 
Court have been torpedoed by 
German submarines, the agency 
said, and three others attacked, 
two in the Atlantic and one off 
Iceland. DNB failed to name the 
eighth British ship.or the non- 
British craft involved.

“Floating Mines in North Sea 


Form mn Blitchrieg on Water 


Disasters May Be Only Forerunner of Plight Awaiting 
' Ships, Palmer Writes; Small Nations Hurt More 
Extensively Than the Belligerents. 


By COL. FERDERICE PALMER. 
By North American spaper Alliance 

NEW YORK, Nov. "21 —It is dia- 
bolically simple, this latest form 
of sea warfare. Toss a steel ball 
containing three or four hundred 
pounds of T. N. T. into the sea, 
and it may destroy a 20,000-ton 
vessel as succesfully as a 50-ton 
ship. 

In three days, the German 
floating mine blitzkrieg has taken 
an ominous toll. In what measure 
can it be continued after the most

is made of its element of surprise? 
how far can it affect the progress 
of the war? 

We know that, long ago, The 
Hague convention declared against 
floating mines. One might bump 
into a neutral ship on legitimate 
business, or even into a ship car- 
rying peace delegates after an 
armistice. 

Anchored Mines Permitted. 

Anchored mines were allowable. 
They were set in definite areas. 
Belligerents could warn their own 
and neutral merchant ships where 
a minefield had been laid as a 
regulation act of war. But the 
mines must be so made that they 
would not explode an hour after 
detachment from their moorings. 
Hundreds of thousands of such 
anchored mines were laid in the 
World War. 

The Germans deny tbey . are 
loosing any floating mines. They 
say the British are the offenders. 
Bearing ever in mind that a na- 
tion at war is given to a prevari- 
cation as well as camouflage and 
dissimulation, it stands to reason 
that the British, who command the 
surface of the sea, would not en- 
danger British ships. 

Obivious, if floating mines are 
being laid, German submarines 
are laying them. Any German 
surface ship which undertook the 
venture ould be subject to fire 
from British patrol ships, which 
might set off all the mines on 
board. 

These floating mines have air 
chambers to aid in their buoy- 
ancy and are attached to floats. 
In laying them, there is no bother 
with any anchorage wires or para- 
phernalia. It is only necessary to 
drop them overboard.

Once the floating mine, always 
alive until detonated, is set adrift 
the tides and currents may carry 
it beyond the regular sea lanes. 
So to depart from them is not to 
escape danger. A submarine which 
could get past the net protecting 
the English channel, as some suc- 
ceeded in doing in the World 
War, might lay mines which 
would be struck by a British 
troopship bound for France. 

“Sweeping” the Seas. 

But that is only presenting the 
offensive possibilities. What of 
the . defense? The only way 
known is “sweeping” by fishing 
trawlers. Two trawlers steam 
slowly on a cautious lookout, drag- 
ging a wire between them to pick 
up the mines, which are then de- 
tonated by rifle fire. When a 
trawler hits a mine, there is an- 
other ghastly tragedy, of which 
there were many in the World 
War. 

But, after trawlers sweep one 
plotted section of the sea clear, a 
submarine may‘lay a fresh lot be- 
fore another day passes. The 
sweepers know the areas where 
anchored mines are laid, but the 
floating mines are widespread. So 
more of the gallant crews who face 
the wintry North sea to bring 
home food to Britain will have to 
do a sterner kind of fishing. 

Should the German submarines 
carry their cargoes all the way to 
the Atlantic approaches to Brit- 
ain, she would yet be able to keep 
secure the passage to France as a 
route for food and munitiozs from 
abroad. But the present object 
would seem to be to make a no 
man’s sea of the North sea. 

Italy No Exception. 

Any ship under any flag will be 
fair game. The sinking of an Ital- 
ian ship warns Mussolini that a 
neutral partner of the Rome-Ber- 
lin axis is no exception. 

While the floating mines may 
make Britain a lot more trouble, 
it is the little neutral countries, 
bordering on the North sea, which 
will be the principal sufferers un- 
der this new form of pressure to 
make them subservient. Their very 
economic life will be ruptured. 

Norway, which is so0 dependent 
upon her shipping, will be hard 
hit, but not hatder than the Neth- 
erlands, which* will be shut off 
from their rich East Indian col- 
onies. These little neutral coun-

There being no American 
ships to sink, there need be no dis- 
crimination, 

It took Britain a year after the 
World War to clear her mine- 
fields, and Germany five years to 
clear hers. Should Germany go 
in for their wholesale distribution, 
how long will’it‘take to clear the 
seas of floating mines after this 
war?

Relief . problems were chief 
causes for the prolonged debates, 
Discussions centered on sources of 
revenue for maintaining the emer- 
gency assistance programs in the 
various states.

The explosion killed 
eight persons shortly after Hitler 
left the Munich beer hall. 
Long-time Enemy. 

Otto Strasser, a German long- 
time enemy of Hitler who lives 
in France, and Georg Elser, 
Munich were blamed with the two 
Britons, who were captured at 
the Netherlands frontier the day 
after the explosion. 

They were identified by the 
Gestapo as Captain Richard 
Henry Stevens, 42, chief of the 
European division of the British 
Secret Service, and Sigismund 
Payne Best, 54, an intelligence of- 
ficer for the British general staff 
during the World War. 

Previously the secret police had 
blamed British instigators for the 
explosion, but had not mentioned 
Stevens and Best as connected di- 
rectly. 

Claims Confession. 

Heinrich Himmler, chief of the 
Gestapo, said Elser had confessed 
setting the beer hall time bomb. 

(The British foreign office 
denied that any British agent 
knew of any German “de- 
scribed as having placed a 
bomb in the Munich cellar” 
and said the bombing had no 
connection with “the kidnap- 
ing of two British subjects on 
the German-Dutch frontier.’’) 
The Gestapo said Stevens and 

Best .were captured while at- 
tempting to enter Germany from 
Venloo, the Netherlands. 

(Reports at the time of the 
Venloo incident agreed that 
after a shooting affray sev- 
eral persons were carried 
across the border into Ger- 
many.) 

American Linked. 

(Fuehrer Adolf Hitler’s own 
newspaper, today linked a 21- 
year-old American citizen, 
executed in Berlin on June 4, 
1937, to a series of bomb plots 
against the Fuehrer’s life, 
culminating in the Munich 
beer-cellar bombing of two 
weeks ago. 

(The American citizen, 
Helmuth Hirsch, was said to 
have worked with Otto Stras- 
ser, refugee leader of the 
anti-Nazi “black front” who 
is accused of organizing the 
Munich bombing under in- 
structionz of the British Se- 
cret Service. 

(Hirsch, a Jewish student 
who had American citizen- 
ship although he never had 
been in the United States, 
was said by Hitler’s newspa- 
per to have participated in a 
plot to assassinate Hitler dur- 
ing the Olympic games _ in 
Berlin in the summer of 
1936.)

Foreign wines and tobacco are 
likewise penalized with heavy 
duties. The more popular brands 
of American cigarets sell for 40 
or 50.cents a pack in Italy. Any- 
thing which the country does not 
itself produce, and which can be 
dispensed with is either prohibit- 
ed altogether or taxed closely to 
the vanishing point. These bur- 
dens or prohibitions fall most 
heavily on the prosperous classes 
who ordinarily would consume 
most of the imported luxuries. 

A prosperous Italian (and there 
are many) is free to spend as 
much of his money as he likes for 
anything which Italy produces. 
But always it must make jobs for 
Italians. With this one stricture 
he can buy any goods or services 
which man or maid can supply, or 
perform, and in Italy these are 
manifold. 

Under the classical rules of 
economic ‘ liberalism, one nation 
sells its coffee and rubber and 
with the money buys automobiles, 
coal, oil and the other specialized 
products of other lands. They are 
fine rules, only Italy sits down to 
the game with a pair of deuces 
high—nothing which any one else 
wants except her scenery—a 
beautiful but strictly agricultural 
country barely large enough to 
feed its own population. So Italy 
decides she doesn’t want to play 
any more with the classic eco- 
nomic liberals, has thrown in her 
cards, and is getting up a new 
kind of game of her own with 
considerable success.

Warns Membership To Be on 
Guard Against ‘Destruc- 
tion’ by Power Firm. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—(UP) 
Rural Electrification Administra- 
tor’ Harry Slattery today accused 
the Alabama Power Company of 
practicing “tactics of obstruction 
and guerrilla warfare” in fighting 
REA projects in Alabama.

Maritime Board To Train 
Recruits With No Pre- 


vious Experience. 


A maritime training staiion, es- 
tablished jointly by the Unned 
States coast guard and muritime 
commission to train recru® with 
no previous experience wii «pen 
in Tampa, according to officers in 
charge. 

The opening date will coincide 
with the arrival here from New 
York of three ships and more than 
300 men connected with the 
school. The ships are the 7,000- 
ton American Seaman, the 110- 
foot square-rigged 
Joseph Conrad, and a coast guard 
patrol boat. 

The American Seaman will 
bring 250 students, all Civilian 
Conservation Corps enrollees, and 
50 officers and instructors..A for- 
mer freighter, the vessel will be 
used as a training ship. 

The Joseph Conrad, former 
Danish training ship purchased a 
year ago from a wealthy Ameri- 
can by the government, and the 
patrol boat will bring only small 
crews. 

Year’s Training. 


Lieutenant-Commander W. W. 
Kenner, ‘a veteran of the coast 
guard service, will be in command 
of the training station, which will 
have about 150 officers, instruc- 
tors and administrative workers 
and 375 students. All officers and 
administrative personnel will- be 
coast guard officers and men. 

The training course will take a 
year—three months training at the 
land station, six months aboard 
the American Seaman and the 
final three months on Coast guard 


cutters .in actual service. 


The station will be the first to 
train men with no previous ex- 
perience in the coast guard ser- 
vice. Its construction and opera- 
tion were authorized by an act of 
congress in June, 1938.

The 23 state governers who re- 
fused“ to accept President Roose- 
velt’s recommendation for a 
Thanksgiving holiday Thursday 
had a precedent in “1893. But -

}vester Pennoyer, of Oregon, who

The last Thursday, as in this

| The Changing East 
- & complete reorientation of national rela- 
tionships in the east has been under way for 
several years, with the crucial period apparent- 
ly close at hand. No later than next. spring the 
United States must decide what its policy in 
the Far East will be in the immediate years 
to come. Under conditions existing today, that 
attitude will be decided chiefly by the Japanese 
government itself. The United States has laid 
out a general course which under present con- 


ditions probably will culminate in an embargo 


against the island empire, which is now de- 
pendent in large part on the American market 
for the sale of finished products and the pur- 
chase of raw materials. 

There have been strong hints from Tokyo 
that Japan will adjust its differences with the 
Russian government as an alternative to the 
abandonment of its present policy in China 
and closer relationship with the United States. 
There has been an armistice in fighting along 
the Manchurian border. There has been an- 
nouncement of general agreement on other 
questions. But there has been, and there can 
be, no settlement of the fundamental problem 
existing between the U. 8. S. R. and Japan. Both 
are Asiatic powers. Both desire hegemony in 
the Far East. Both see the day when. Britain 
and the Netherlands and France may not be 

able to maintain their flags in.the colonial em- 
pires of the Pacific and the Indian oceans. 
Each. represents a governmental and human 
philosophy utterly opposed to the other. 

Under such conditions, history demonstrates 
that peaceful relations are supported only by 
the perpetual maintenance of a balance of 
power. It will be all well and good if Japan 
can settle her problems with Russia. But if 
the settlement is made without Japan having 
strong commercial and political ties with a 
nation which is not an Asiatic power, then 
Japan becomes as much a vassal state of Russia 
as Estonia, Latvia and Lithuania on the far 
side of the world. That is the fundamental 
‘consideration which America must. remember 
in dealing the diplomatic cards, 

The greatest problem faced by diplomats of 
the United States in dealing with the Far East- 
ern problem is’ that of “face.” Japan is tired 
of the Chinese excursion. Japan is worried about 
the abrogation of the treaty with the United 
States, since it has been clearly demonstrated 
this will be followed by an embargo on sales to 
Nippon and purchases from the island empire. 
Yet there will be no solution, it is safe to say, 
unless some way is found for the Japanese to 
retreat with honor and without the slightest 
loss of “face,” which to the Asiatic can be 
worse than death. The military caste governing 
the nation might prefer a suicidal war to 
peaceful agreement on terms which the United 
States has the power to impose. 

The most hopeful aspect of the situation lies 
in the loss of “face” and consequent diminution 
of prestige of the military caste of the island 
empire. It will be recalled at the opening of 
Sino-Japanese hostilities the conquest and sub- 
jugation of the Chinese people was supposed to 
take one year. It was for a war of this length the 
military forces prepared. Three years of war- 
fare have brought little honor to the Japanese 
arms. On the other hand, insofar as world 
opinion is concerned, there is the blot of Nan- 
king, one of the foulest stories of modern day 
erms; there is the inability to clean up even 
in the occupied areas, and there is the reported 
refusal of the Japanese navy to support the 
army in anything but direct objectives. 

There the situation stands today. There has 
been some palaver “straight from the horse’s 
mouth” on the part of American Ambassador 
Grew. There has been also, one may be sure, 


some even stronger language in a series of con- | 


ferences less well publicized. 
_. It is possible, even over the broad reaches 
of the Pacific, for nations to be “Good Neigh- 
bors.” It will not be surprising to hear within. 
the next few months that Japan and the United 
_ States-have resumed a relationship which long 
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promised. Still, at the time, it seemed the 
pleasant thing to say. 


Significant | 

The man who last spring told his good 
neighbors at Warm Springs that he would be 
back in the fall if we did not have a war, is 
today carving the turkey in the warm sur- 
roundings of his Georgia home. War sputters 
across the waters, yet he has so steered this 
nation it now is possible for him to shrug off 
the’ cares of state and journey southward for 
the big meal on this so significant Thanksgiv- 
ing day. 

It is not alone because he has kept this 
country from becoming embroiled in the Euro- 
pean conflict, for it was hardly reasonable to 
expect any serious involvement within so short 
a period of time. 

It is more because the President has so led, 


'}~by sheer force of personality, this nation into 


a state, or condition, ‘of mind, which should 
guarantee the country will not become involved 
in the bitter years to come. It was not an 
easy task. Tempers ran high. National sym- 
pathies do not lie dormant. Yet he has created 
a sense of trusteeship and responsibility which 
today at least indicates continued peace for 
this nation and hemisphere if not for the rest 
of the world. He rose above smaller considera- 
tion, as did others of political stature today, to 
forge the will of the nation into the terms of 
the neutrality act, and since has leaned over 
backward to insist upon the maintenance of 
that act. 

However much one may disagree with the 
President on many of his policies, few Amer- 
icans can fail to salute him on this Thanks- 
giving Day which is so peculiarly his creation. 


A Victory of Peace. 

A well-merited recognition is accorded 
Howard Hughes and his associates in the award 
of the Collier trophy for “the greatest achieve- 
ment in aviation in America” in 1938. The hon- 
or was bestowed for the round-the-world flight 
made by Hughes in 91 hours and 14 minutes. 

Hughes, a wealthy man to whom pioneer- 
ing might well mean only the furnishing of 
funds, long has ably served the cause of Ameri- 
can aviation and his successful flight was only 
the culmination of years of training, study 
and work. It proved to the world American 
aviation had passed the growing stage and had 
reached an effieiency unequalled by that of 
any country in the world. 


The award also is striking because it was 
made to a civilian pilot for civilian flying in a 
world even then devoted to the production of 
military equipment and bomb loads rather than 
pay loads. 


* 

Today, when the major attention of air- 
plane factories has been turned to the produc- 
tion of military planes, both for the United 
States and for foreign governments, it is well 
to remember civilian planes and civilian pilots 
will write the future of aviation in terms of 
Service to humanity; that the warplane is but 
@ passing symbol of an era in which men re- 
sort to force. As the skies narrow and men of 
all countries know better the futility of battle, 
then will come aviation’s greatest service to 
mankind. 


To Hughes and his men of peaceful skies, 
happy landings. The world will not forget in 
war that others sought in peace to bring the 
world and the hearts of men closer. 


The Brandeis Library 
Dedication of the Raosevelt Library at Hyde 
Park calls attention to another worthy effort 
along similar lines—the contribution of the 
personal and private papers of former Justice 
Louis D. Brandeis, of the United States supreme 
court, to the University of Louisville. 


This collection is one of the most valuable in 
the country. It includes correspondence be- 
tween President Wilson and Justice ‘Brandeis; 
briefs of the supreme court—one of the eight 
sets of the kind in existence; private briefs of 
the justice’s most famous cases; notes on labor, 
railroad and other legislation he drafted, and 
voluminous material dealing with his early 
years as a Boston attorney. 


Justice Brandeis was a native of Louisville 
and first became interested in the university in 
1924. The Library of Congress sought many of 
his documents, but he designated the university 
as the depository. There the collection now is 
housed, enriching not only the institution, but 
the entire nation as well.

SOLUTION BY MURDER 
(From the Oakland Tribune.) 


Political assassinations, such as the murder of 
Herr Hitler or some other great leader who has 
excited widespread animosities, rarely ever ac- 
complish the purpose for which they are intended. 
The removal of a leader seldom stops a deep- 
seated popular movement. 

The murder of numerous Roman emperors did 
not prevent tyranny or rule by force on the part 
of successors. The killing of Buckingham and 
the beheading of Charles I, as part of the Puritan 
Revolution in England, strengthened the royalist 
cause and made a martyr out of the ; 

' Since the shooting of President Lincoln, there 
have been 76 noteworthy political assassinations 
but none of them effectively furthered the cause 
for which they were perpetrated. Even the kill- 
ing of Chancellor Dollfuss by Nazis in 1934 failed 
to end the Austrian regime, although it provided 
the excuse for an abortive revolt. 

' Herr Hitler has had numerous narrow escapes: 
most of them, however, have been veiled in vague 
rumors or unconfirmed reports. 

Removal of the Reichsfuehrer from the scene 
would not destroy the Nazi regir.e, for General 
Goering would succeed to office. If both of the 
high Nazi leaders were killed, Germany might 
be left in chaos, a situation that imports nothing 
good for either the Allies or the German ple.

third term, with members of his cabinet, lesser officials, political 
leaders and simple private friends. The net of more than one of 
these conversations, as transmitted by the parties of the second

The President does not want a third term, will not seek. one, 
and is extremely anxious to retire. After seven eventful years in 
office, his nostalgia for Hyde Park’s country joys increases steadily. 
There has been no indication that a pyrely domestic political situa- 
tion would alter his decision not to run in. But it has been 
plainly indicated that, if the security of the United States should be 
threatened from without, he would consider it his duty to run. In 
other words, the third term is out unless the country is in danger 
of attack or actually at war. 


WARM SPEAKING This is the position which: the President 
has repeatedly expressed over a consider- 
able period. A couple of years ago, in a lorig dinner-table talk, 
then reported in this. space, he took the case of Abraham Lincoln 
as his text for a sermon on the third term issue, He argued that, 
despite outward appearances, the historic precedents against a third 
term were not binding. Instead, he said that a third term was 
simply undesirable, except when a great task remained to be per- 
formed. And he expressed the thought that, if John Wilkes Booth 
had missed his aim, it would have been Lincoln’s “duty” to run 
again, to accomplish the humane reconstruction of the south. 

The parallel is unmistakable between this talk of a couple of 
years ago and his more recent discussions with the men around him. 
What may not be apparent is the real. fervor of the President’s 
wish to leave the White House. It is commonly said that, when 
the time comes, no president can bear the thought of going. This 
may be so. Possibly the President is only deceiving himself. At 
any rate, he gives every sign of being sincere. 

A case in point is that of a high official with little interest in 
Politica who must be often at the White House. Before the war, 
when the New Deal group was actively agitating for a third term, 
one of their emissaries approached this official and asked him to 
issue a “draft Roosevelt” statement. The official, who is not overly 
fona of the New Dealers, sent the emissary rudely about his busi- 
ness. Then, thinking it was wise to be completely frank, he told 
the President what he had done. The President replied by con- 
gratulating the official, and explaining in the most vivid and em- 
phatic terms that he did not want a thifd term, would not seek one, 
and had no shadow of a part in the agitation for one, He spoke so 
warmly, in fact, that the official was decidedly taken aback. 


THE LOOPHOLE Curiously enough, members of the New Deal 

group seem to be the only class of men 
close to him with whom the President has not mulled over his fu- 
ture. They know, of course, how he has been talking, and what 
his inclinations are. When the schism in the Democratic party was 
at its worst, they were convinced, despite evidence to the contrary, 
that the President would end by taking the third term nomination. 
Now, with the party united, they are not so sure, but have not 
abandoned their hopes. : 

In this quarter, you hear partial-confirmation of the recurring 
Washington rumor about a soon-to-be-issued Presidential state- 
ment on the third term question. The prediction is that the state- 
ment will be made either at the Jackson Day Dinner on January 8, 
or on the President’s birthday a fortnight later. But the New 
Dealers believe that the President will not go further in his state- 
ment than he did in the discussions outlined above. If they are 
correct, he will simply say he does not wish and will not try to 
run, leaving himself a loophole. And through this loophole, they 
still hope to persuade or push him.

FAIR ENOUGH

Incomplete CHICAGO, Nov. 22. 
’ “e =. Yabor dictator of 
the entire amusement industry of 
the United States and Canada and 
sole arbiter, on the union side, of 
problems affecting the 35,000 men 
and women of the mechanical 
crafts of Hollywood, was conyicted 
of pandering in a trial before 
Judge Arnold Heap of the Chicago 
municipal court in February, 1922. 
He was sentenced to serve six 
months in jail and fined $300 and 
$6.50 costs. Bioff was committed. 
to the Bridewell on February 24, 
and was released on March 20, 
on an appeal to the appellate 
court. The appellate court in the 
October term of 1922 affirmed 
the verdict and sentence, and a 
mandate was issued to the sheriff 
on March 2, 1923, to return him 
to jail. On March 23 the appellate 
court recalled this mandate be- 
cause a motion had been made 
to permit Bioff to appeal to the 
state supreme court. The docu- 
ments on file ‘in the appellate 
court ordinarily would contain a 
record of the completion of such 
a further appeal, but there is no 
trace of any such action in the 
clerk’s office. 

Inquiry by telephone at the of- 
fice of the clerk of the state su- 
preme court at Springfield brings 
the reply that there is no record 
there of an appeal. to that body. 
The court record stops at the ap- 
pellate court’s affirmation. of the 
conviction and sentence. The 
Bridewell records, nevertheless, 
fail to show that Bioff ever was 
returned there to finish his sen- 
tence. 


The arresting officers 
gga of in -the raid on the 
Arrest. house of prostitution, 
of which Bioff, by his own admis- 
sion, was an employee and in the 
contention of the state one of the 
three proprietors, were the late 
William Shoemaker, then a lieu- 
tenant, later chief of detectives of 
the Chicago police department, 
and Policeman Arthur Wachholz. 
Both policemen. gave testimony, 
and Wachholz signed the official 
information which was the basis 
of the prosecution. In this docu- 
ment Wachholz said he raided a 
saloon on South Halsted street on 
the west side on January 14, 1922. 
It alleged that Bioff on that day 
received from Bernice Thomas, 
alias Rose, the sum of $29, earned 
by prostitution. The description of 
the premises said that there was 
a rear room in which prostitutes 
sat waiting for men. Bioff waived 
a jury and entered a plea of not 
guilty. 3 

On the stand Wachholz said that 
for a few hours before the arrest 
he observed the Thomas woman, 
alias Rose, taking men through a 
gangway at the rear. He said the 
place was operated by Bioff and 
two others and described in detail 
the six upstairs rooms used for 
prostitution, particularly as to the 
filthy condition of these quarters. 


Score John Young, an eleva- 

| tor operator by trade, 
Sheets. testified that he was 
employed as the manager of 
the brothel. He said he had 
charge of the cash and the 
books, which latter consisted 
of score-sheets bearing the 
names of the women frequenting 
the back room. Young said that 
when he was hired, at $2 a day, 
Bioff. took him upstairs to show 
him the place, instruct him in his 
work, which included chamber- 
maid duties, and showed him how 
to keep score on sheets provided 
for that purpose. He said that in 
the performance of these duties 
he would obtain from each woman 
$2 or $3 after each visit to a room 
with a man, and would mark down 
the amount opposite that prosti- 
tute’s name and hand the girl a 
check. 

Referring to a score sheet seized 
by the police, Young said that on 
January 14, Rose took 13 men up- 
stairs and that he received $29 
from her, which he duly handed 
to Bioff after the arrests. This was 
not the only occasion, however, 
he said, on which he delivered 
such revenues to Bioff. 

Although Bioff contended that 
he was only a bartender, his coun- 
sel, on the unsuccessful appeal, 
admitted that it had been shown 
that he received the money from 
Young. It was contended, how- 
ever, that it had not been shown 
that Bioff received anything from 
the prostitute. As another defense 
in the appeal it was urged that if 
a prosecution could be brought 
against Bioff it must be conducted 
under the state law against the 
operation of a house of prostitu- 
tion rather than under the law 
against pandering. 


Verdict The —— of = 

; appellate court al- 
Affirmed. tirmed the verdict, 
and sentence was signed by Jus- 
tice McSurley, presiding, and con- 
curred in by Justices Dever and 
Matchett.

achievement will not alter his belief that others could do as well if 

they would. | 

He will argue that hardship is good for youngsters. It develops 
character and common sense and sturdy self-reliance, whereas those 
reared in luxury become soft and useless and unable to stand alone. 

This is on a par with the argument that all youngsters could 
work their way through college, as some do, and learn more by 
doing it the hard way. 

Of course there is truth in both of these contentions. Hardship 
does toughen fiber, and both individuals and races fail to develep 
strength and other admirable qualities if life is too soft. And those 
who work their way through school usually get more out of it than 


the general run of students who are spending dad’s money and 
‘ 


having a good time. 

But the argument overlooks the fact that the ablest succeed in 
life and in school, not because of hardship, but because of their 
superior ability to overcome obstacles. And it is based on the fallacy 
that all people are born equal and should be equally successful if 
they don’t become ornery. 

Some years ago a passenger ship burned some miles off the New 
England coast and many of the passengers and crew leaped into the 
water to escape the flames. Scores of these people could swim, and 
therefore it might be argued that all had equal opportunity to 
survive. ° 

But some were weak and temperamentally unfitted to face 
emergency, and these exhausted themselves in panic and quickly 
drowned. Others swam far and struggled bravely to the limit of 
their endurance before going down. A few, strong and calm and 
incredibly enduring, swam all the way to shore. 

But there were others—and these are the ones who concern us 
most—who lacked the strength to survive unaided, yet were saved 
by finding some bit of driftwood or other buoyant object which 
gave them the little help they needed to stay up. 

And these, once they got ashore, were as useful and as fine as 
those who swam in alone. 

If more people gain security in America than in other lands, it 
is not because of greater ability, but because they have more things 
to help them. And if a little lift would enable millions of others 
to pull through, it is a social and economic crime to deny it. j

Bioff was sentenced in 1922 to 
six month imprisonment and fined 
$300. The appellate court affirmed 
the sentence, but Bioff never com- 
pleted the term. 

Appellate court records showed 
that Bioff served seven days of 
the sentence—from February 24 to 
March 3, 1922—before he was re- 
leased on an appec! bond. The 
records failed to show completion 
of the remainder of the term after 
the appellate court affirmed it.

Strong,’ But—No Bicarbonate. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—(?)— 
Grandma Pilgrim whipped up a 
hoy meal that first Thanksgiving 

y in long-ago Plymouth. 

Grandma had about everything 
except the bicarbonate of soda. 

The Pilgrims left no bill of 
fare, but on the basis of a bit of 
documentary evidence historians 
agree that the victuals which 
bulged the colonial belts in 1621 
were a real royal repast, with tur- 
key and trimmings. 

A mouth-watering letter writ- 
ten by’*Edward Winslow, a Plym- 
outh colonist, on December 11, 
1621, and findings of Dr. W. D. 
Love Jr., 19th century authority 
on Pilgrim habits, indicate that 
these viands must have tickled 
the Pilgrim palates: 

Bill of Fare, 


Roast turkey—oysters and lob- 
sters—mussels and clams—eels by 
the hogshead and fish galore— 
roast young duckling—roast wild 
goose—venison crackling on the 
spit—partridge broiled on spit. 

Barley loaf and Indian meal 
cakes — perhaps some “sallet 
herbs” for a green dish—beans 
and peas—turnips and squash and 
cabbage—boiled onions and cole- 
worts. 

Buns with the sweet seed of 
skirets—pumpkin pie—strawber- 
ries, gooseberries and raspberries 
dried by summer sun—three kinds 
of dried plums, black, white and 
red—the wine of the wild grape 
described as “very sweete and 
strong.” 


Skillets Work Overtime. 

Columbia University’s files tell 
of kettles, skillets and spits being 
worked while the Pilgrims beat 
with their knives and spoons to 
make music on their pewter plates. 

One hundred and forty diners 
licked chops over the festive 
board, including 90 Wampanoag 
Indians whom Chief Massasoit 
brought along at Governor Wil- 
liam Bradford’s’ insistence. 

The feast lasted nearly a week, 
with Massasoit’s men _ attending 
three days until surfeit drove them 
back into the woods. 

Dr. Love said the Pilgrim spréad 
at the first golden autumn of 
Plymouth was “worthy of their 
Indian guests and altogether cred- 
itable to their posterity.” 

Letter Describes Feast. 

Edward Winslow penned the fol- 
lowing account a few days after 
Papa Pilgrim, Mamma Pilgrim 
and all the little Pilgrims went 
trudging home from grandma’s 
house, heavy but happy: 

“Our harvest being gotten in, our 
Governor sent four men on fowl- 
ing, thate so we might, after a 
special manner, rejoice togethér 
after we had gathered the fruit of 
our labors.” 


“They four in one day killed as) 


much fowl as, with a little help 


beside, served the company almost 
a week.” 

The Indians killed five deer 
“which they brought to the plan- 


itation, and bestowed on our Gov- 


ernor, and upon the captain and 
others.” 

“By the goodness of God we are 
so far from want, that we often 
wish you partakers of our plenty,” 
Wilson wrote h‘s English friend. 

Seafood Galore. 

The colonist described an 
abundance of fish, so many that 
they fertilized their plantation with 
herring and shad, He told of a “bay 
full of lobsters” anc of taking a 
“hogshead of eels in a night,” and 
how oysters—“we have noné near” 
—were brought by the Indians. 
“Our Indian corn,” he said, “even 
the coarsest, maketh as pleasant 
meat as rice.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—() 
The Justice Department: an- 
nounced today that a federal grand 
jury in New York had indicted a 
trade association, seven corpora- 
tions and 12 individuals engaged 
in the sand and gravel industry 
on charges of violating the Sher- 
man anti-trust act. 

The association indicted was 
Long Island Sand & Gravel Pro- 
ducers’ Association, the depart- 
ment said, charging that since its 
organization in January the price 
of sand had increased 35 per cent 
and the price of gravel had in- 
creased 20 per cent. 

The indictments were the fifth 
set in a series which began at 
Washington early in October, 
when the Justice Department an- 
nounced a nation-wide investiga- 
tion of alleged anti-trust activities 
in the building industry.

Now tell me, please, will the B. 
S. kill:me? One or two daily 
rations of it apparently changes 
me in spirit from a forlorn old 
lady to a cheerful young woman. 
My doctor says I have no heart or 
kidney trouble, blood pressure. no 
higher than the average for my 
age, ‘ electrocardiogram normal.

The scene fades out and there 
follows the case of the university 
student who -suddenly began to 
snore loudly while writing an ex- 
amination..

“brain tablets.” 


Medicinally one-sixth of a grain 
(about 10 milligrams) is the aver- 
age dose of benzedrine (ampheta- 
mine) sulphate. Generally two 
doses daily are sufficient—one in 
the morning about breakfast time, 
the other about lunch time. It has 
been used chiefly in states of 
chronic exhaustion or depression. 
It produces more or less exhilera- 
tion and increased capacity for 
physical and mental effort, dry- 
ness of mouth, loquacity, diminu- 
tion or loss of appetite. In some 
instances it produces tremor of 
hands, sweating, insomnia, palpi- 
tation. 

Chief value of the drug is in the 
field of mental disturbances, 
moods of depression, chronic fa- 
tigue, clouded mentality, intro- 
version, introspection, melancholy. 

That’s all I know about it. In 
common prudence, I should say, 
any one who monkeys with such 
a drug had better have benefit of 
medical supervision.

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|Second-Hand Trap Passes Rank 
As Bridge Experts’ Favorite Bids 


By Harold Sharpsteen. 


Weed 0 ARS tt. 

Second hand trap passes are 
among the favorite bids of many 
topnotch tournament players. Trap 
passes usually furnish more tops, 
more bottoms and more argu- 
ments than any other half dozen 
bids combined. 

The customary means of em- 
ployment follows opponent’s open- 
ing suit bid when a pass is made 
holding a strong hand. In fact, 
there are many players who insist 
there is no such thing as a hand 
too strong to pass, second hand, 
after an adverse opening suit bid. 
But these players can always rely 
on protection from partner in the 
event third hand fails to respond 
to the opening bids. 

The following hand is a fair ex- 
ample of a trap pass: 


East opens the bidding with 
one heart, South makes a trap 
pass, instead of a takeout double. 
If South had doubled, North would 
respond one spade and East is out 
of trouble. 

Had South bid one notrump in- 
stead of passing, East and West 
would have refused to venture 
any farther with their bidding. 

But South passes, and West 
passes. North is now obliged to 
protect South’s pass. 

With less than one and one-half 
honor-tricks, North takes out in 
any fair suit, or names notrump.

ECONOMY BARRIER 


Fondness for 
‘Folks at Home’ in Vote 
Years Is Recalled. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—(4)— 
A traditional congressional fond- 
ness for loosening treasury purse 
strings in election years raises a 
serious threat .> economy efforts 


next session despite reports that. 


President Roosevelt is seeking to 
hold the 1940-41 deficit down to 
about $2,000,000,000 or $2,500,000,- 
000. 

Budget Bureau figures show 
that even in the last regular con- 
gressional session, which was he.d 
in an off-year, congress added 
$260,937,376 to Mr. Roosevelt’s 
spending recommendations for the 
1939-41 fiscal period. This was 
done ‘despite emphatic demands 
for economy from a number of 
legislators. 

In a dispatch last night the As- 
sociaated Press stated, through 
error, that congress at its last ses- 
sion improved the fiscal outlook 
by rewriting White House recom- 
mendations. On the contrary, 
Budget Bureau figures show that 
the President’s regular and sup- 
plemental budget estimates for the 
present fiscal year, presented to 
the last congress, totalled $10,211,- 
417,538, but congress appropriated 
$10,472,354,914. This was an in- 
crease of $260,937,376. 

Cuts Not “Real.” 

Congress added $225,000,000 for 
farm parity payments, $113,000,- 
000 for the surplus crop program, 
and $50,000,000 for various river 
and harbor improvements. 

It cut $17,000,000 from recom- 
mendations for the navy, $32,000,- 
000 from the army, $25,000,000 
from the treasury and made other 
decreases, but officials said some 
of these cuts were more apparent 
than real. The army and navy got 
authority to make a $53,000,000 
increase in contracts to be paid 
for in future years and the treas- 
ury cut was only a bookkeeping 
change which could not affect the 
deficit. 

The increases in appropriations 
may cause the deficit in the cur- 
rent fiscal year to exceed the $3,- 
426,343,200 predicted by President 
Roosevelt last January. Other fac- 
tors which may affect this year’s 
shortage are neutrality law en- 
forcement and increased defense 
costs resulting from the war, and 
possibly better-than-expected rev- 
enues resulting from improved 
business. 

“Folks at Home,” Remembered. 

Because of better business, usu- 
ally reliable sources indicate that 
the President is trying to pare 
next year’s deficit down ‘to $2,- 
500,000,000 or possibly $2,000,000,- 
000 by offsetting increased na- 
tional defense costs with reduced 
spending for such things as farm 
aid, public works and relief. 

Some members of congress al- 
ready have raised the “economy” 
banner for next session. However, 
all of the house and a third of the 
senate are xp for re-election next 
year. If past performances are re- 
peated, the demand for appropri- 
ations for projects dear to the 
hearts of the “folks back home” is 
expected to run counter to the 
economy drive.

NAZI PERSUASION 
FAILS IN RUMANIA 


| Bucharest Refuses To De- 


value Currency, Crucial 
Point in Talks. 


BUCHAREST, Nov. 22.—(P)—A 
German economic mission left for 
Berlin by airplane tonight after 
failing to induce Rumania to de- 
value her currency, the crucial 
point of negotiations by which 
Germany hoped to obtain a 
greater share of Rumanian raw 
materials in trade. 

Germany sought to give the 
mark greater purchasing power in 
Rumania by having the govern- 
ment change the mark rate from 
41.5 lei to 60 lei. 

Rumania also refused to pro- 
vide tank cars for shipments from 


ther oil wells to Germany, a con- 


cession which Germany needed if 
she is to draw upon Rumanian 
petroleum reserves. 


GREEN SAYS ARNOLD 
PERVERTED’ LAW 


Attacks Invocation of ‘Anti- 
Trust’ Statutes Against 
Unions. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—(?)— 
President William Green, of the 
AFL, charged tonight that Thur- 
man Arnold, assistant attorney 
general, was guilty of “a grave 
perversion of the law” in invoking 
the anti-trust statutes to halt cer- 
tain trade union activities. 

In a letter to Attorney General 
Murphy, Green said that labor 
unions were “completely exempt- 
ed” by congress from the anti-trust 
laws when it passed the Clayton 
act. He cited congressional debate 
to support his argument. 

Arnold had announced last Sun- 
day’ that the anti-trust . statutes 
would be applied against “unrea- 
sonable restraints” by labor unions. 
He said the department would 
prosecute “such boycotts, strikes 
and coercion by labor unions as 
have no reasonable connection 
with wages, hours, health, safety, 
the speed-up system or the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of the 
right of collective bargaining.” 


N. Y. COURT FAVORS 
PRISONER OF NAZIS 


Ruling May Enable Him To 


Obtain Liberty. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—(/)—~ 
Supreme Court Justice Julius 
Miller returned a decision today 
which may enable a German Jew, 
Rudolf A. Strauss, 71, to obtain 
his liberty from a Nazi jail. 

The opinion, believed to be un- 
precedented, permitted Strauss to 
“borrow” $3,250 from the Ameri- 
can estate of his sister, Mrs. Lucy 
S. Peck, of New York, who was 
declared incompetent several 
years ago and has been living 
with her brother in Germany. 

Strauss was sentenced to two 
years in jail and fined. 50,000 
marks (approximateiy $20, 000) for 


concealing assets from the -Ger-| 


man government. The part he 


‘Was accused of concealing repre- 
sented a $14,000 claim against his 


sister’s estate which he failed to 
collect from the American estate 
committee.
